The bill to be Introduced Into the 
legislature by the Township line farm­ 
er's club, Is a move In the right direc­ 
tion. and should receive the hearty 
support of the Columbiana county 
representatives. 
The purport of the bill Is as follows: 
"T hat we favor a law making It. man­ 
datory upon thecounty commissioners 
to open up to their proper and lawful 
width, straighten where practicable, 
and establish 
proper and uniform 
grades in all the state and county 
roads and make proper drainage, com 
mcnclng tlrst with the state roads 
All grades to be established bv me 
county surveyor or a practical surveyor 
and civil engineer, employed by the 
County commissioners, the surveyors 
to also make an estimate of the work 
to be done. 
With reference to piking the same, 
or Its use by electric railways, the 
commissioners are to keep, or have 
kept, a correct account of all expendi­ 
tures of public monev, for above pur­ 
p les. each road to be designated 
numerically or alphabetically and the 
cost of each kept separately, so th at lf 
at any time should any or parts of it 
he used by electric railways, the com­ 
pany so using will pay to the county 
all cost of construction on such graded 
roads, for right of way, the consent of 
the people tlrst being obtained by 
vote. 
T h at for the purpose of establish- 
and grading the aforesaid roads, all 
able bodied 
male citizens of the 
ro tted States, and those who have 
declared their intention to become 
such, 
between 
the 
ages 
of 
21 
and 
55, 
not 
an 
honor­ 
ably 
discharged 
soldier 
or 
sailor of the late war, members of; 
militia company,or unpaid tire depart­ 
ment, shall,in lieu of military dutymr 
free Are service, pay into Hie county 
treasury the sum of 13 OO p *r annum, 
and t he commissioners shall also levy 
so many mills upon the taxable prop­ 
erty of tile county In excess of th a t 
levied bv tile township, trustees, for 
keeping in repair the common high­ 
ways.’' 
ri he taxing of each man in Columbi­ 
ana county for this purpose, the sum 
of $3 OO per year, would make a total 
of $40,000, and the assessment of one 
mill on all taxable property,would foot 
up another GO,OOO, making in all a 
grand total of $80,000 a year to be 
expended on the roads. 
The grading and drainage is the 
basis of good roads, and after it is 
done it will be an easy matter to get 
the highways pik' d. 
The suggestion was made that the 
state now had 2100 prisoners in tile 
penitentiary, 1200of whom had not 
done any work for IO months past, 
and that they could be utilized for 
the purp st-of piking the roads, the 
couuty so using them paving to Hie 
state a nominal sum for their work.

USES O F OZONE. 


ValeaM s Fo r A rtl» « iallv A slu« U qo o r o r 
So MKMSlns Wo o d. 
Oaone is now practically applied for 
several pu rpoeee. 
Experiments with it 
have shown that it w ill artificially age 
brandy, whisky, sweet and bard wines 
and liqu ors. 
Oaone w ill also improve 
ooffia by xibdariju c baoahiBi oUv haaaa. 


The aroma of tobacco is also considera­ 
bly improve<i 
by the application of 
ozone. The latest application of it is for 
rapid seasoning of wixxi for sou nding 
boards of mu sical instmments, which 
for the pu r[M» so is left in a hermetically 
closed, heated rocmi from 19 to 24 
hou rs, ozou ifled air being freely intro- 
du ctu l into the room. It sei>ms that this 
process will harden the wood, increase 
its resistance against the influ ence u f 
temptu u tu re and moistu re and give it 
cu u siderably more acou stic or resou nd­ 
ing qu ality. 
Another recent application of ozontfled 
air is that of the thickening of linseed 
oil for the mau nfatdu re of linoleu m, 
which by the old prtxjess took several 
months. 
By the liberal u se of ozone 
linseed oil is now thickened to the re­ 
qu ired consistency within a few days. 
Most remarkable, however, is the ad­ 
vantage u f employing ozone for bleach­ 
ing linen, since the time employed is 
less than one-third of the bleaching proc­ 
ess by su nlight, not considering that 
this latter is dependent both nixrn the 
season au d the weather. The ozone proc­ 
ess of bleaching renders the work abso­ 
lu tely independent of ou tside influ ences. 
Ozone has also been fou nd very valu a­ 
ble in chemical au d tet'hu ical processes, 
particu larly lu the produ ction of pu re 
derivatives of starch, for instance, solu ­ 
ble starch, dextrin, crystal gu m, eta 
Here the ozone is instru mental in tak­ 
ing away all the matter which cau ses 
the dark color, bad odor au d tasta — 
Philadelphia Record. 


Schiaparelli, the astronomer who first 
discovered the so called “ canals” of 
Mars, did so with a mu ch smaller tele- 
soope than tliose iu u se in many other 
observatories at that time. And yet be 
is a very nearsighted man. Garrett P. 
Berviss of Brooklyn, in speaking of his 
first interview with the eminent Italian, 
said that Schiaparelli wou ld bold a vis­ 
itor’s card w’ithlu five or six inches of 
his eyes iu order to decipher it. The sin 
gnlar part of this story is not that a 
man with snob an infirmity shou ld be 
able to ou tdo other astronomers, for 
keenness of vision depends rather u pon 
the retina than the convexity of the 
lenses of the eye, and the eyepiece of a 
telescope can be focu ssed so as to su it 
the latter. Bu t it does seem a little odd 
that the gifted scientist in qu estion 
shou ld habitu ally refrain from wearing 
eyeglasses. Possibly he has a theory as 
to the effect of their u se u pmi his visu al 
powers.

USES OF OZONE. 


Valuable For Artificially Aging Liquor or 
Seasoning Wood. 
Ozone is now practically applied for 
several purposes. 
Experiments with it 
have shown that it will artificially age 
brandy, whisky, sweet and bard wines 
and liquors. 
Ozone w ill also improve 
guffs* tty rendering tuumleas oily beans. 


The aroma of tobacco is also considera­ 
bly improved 
by the application of 
ozone. The latest application of it is for 
rapid seasoning of wood for sonnding 
boards of musical instruments, which 
for the purjKwo is left in a hermetically 
closed, heated room from 12 to 24 
hours, ozonized air being freely intro­ 
duced into the room. It seems that this 
process will harden the wood, increase 
its resistance against the influence of 
temperature and moisture and give it 
considerably more acoustic or resound­ 
ing quality. 
Another recent application of ozonifled 
air is that of the thickening of linseed 
oil for the manufacture of linoleum, 
which by the old process took several 
months. 
By the liberal use of ozone 
linseed oil is now thickened to the re 
quired consistency within a few days. 
Most remarkable, however, is the ad­ 
vantage of employing ozone for bleach 
ing linen, since the time employed is 
less than one-third of the bleaching proc­ 
ess by sunlight, not considering that 
this latter is dependent both njjon the 
season aud the weather. The ozone proc­ 
ess of bleaching renders the work abso­ 
lutely independent of ontside influences. 
Ozone has also been found very valua­ 
ble in chemical and technical processes, 
particularly in the production of pure 
derivatives of starch, for instance, solu­ 
ble starch, dextrin, crystal gum, eta 
Here the ozone is instrumental in tak 
ing away all the matter which causes 
the dark color, bad odor and taste. — 
Philadelphia Record. 


Schiaparelli, the astronomer who first 
discovered the so called "canals” of 
Mars, did so with a mach smaller tele­ 
scope than those in use in many other 
observatories at that time. And yet be 
is a very nearsighted man. 
Garrett P. 
Serviss of Brooklyn, in speaking of his 
first interview with the eminent Italian, 
said that Schiaparelli would hold a vis­ 
itor’s card within five or six inches of 
his eyes in order to decipher it. The sin 
gnlar part of this story is not that a 
man with snob an infirmity should be 
able to outdo other astronomers, for 
keenness of vision depends rather upon 
the retina than the convexity of the 
lenses of the eye, and the eyepiece of a 
telescope can be focussed so as to suit 
the latter. But it does seem a little odd 
that the gifted scientist in question 
should habitually refrain from wearing 
eyeglass^. Possibly he bas a theory as 
to the effect of their use upon his visual 
powers.
